I t seems as if all ancient sho es Av ere 
p u t upo n the ho rse and lield there 
by so me so rt o f lacing o r strapping. 
W a r ho rses were no t sho d in any 
AA’ay, fo r A lexander o nce is said to 
haA'e m arched until tlie feet o f his 
ho rses were bro ken, Av hile in ano ther 
expeditio n o f ancient days the ‘‘cav ­ 
alry Av as left beliind 
because the 
ho o fs o f th(.‘ ho rses Av ere in bad co n­ 
ditio n.” 
The nearest thin g we find to the 
ho rsesho e o f to -day Av as fo und in the 
grav e o f an o ld king o f F ran ce Av ho 
died in 481. 
There Av ere fo ur nail

m entio n o f nailing o n a sho e.
